It would be unwise at this time to disclose the 
names of witnesses, the exact character of rroof, 
or of the names of persons, especially Aldermen, 
who are likely to be shown guilty of bribery. Our 
case has been made up for the courts and not for 
the newspapers. It is true that at different 
points of the campaign after evidence the news- 
papers have aided us greatly, and, in many par- 
ulars, have codperated with us. Of course 
any one who understands the condition 
of affairs in the Council knows  tnat 
there are four or five parties of 
small boodlers, each of which gets their 
money on pay-day from a different Alderman. 
These Aldermen who pay off the small boodlers 
get their money from sometimes outsiders and 
sometimes through the agency of one or two 
veteran boodlers. Our evidence leads directly and 
conclusively to at least three of the leaders of the 
small gang. There will be no difficulty to indict 
and convict several Aldermen. 

Bribers Will Be Prosecuted. 8 

It is not the desire of the men who are back of 
this investigation to end the affair with the con- 
viction of Aldermen of whom nothing better has 
ever been expected, and whose records were such 
when they were elected to the Council that fully 
as bad things as they have ever done might have 
been justly anticipated. Corruption in the 
Council would be impossible if tbere were 
no bribers. It is the design of the 
investigation therefore, to p the briber as 
well as the bribee; and so far as the men behind 
this matter are concerned they will not stop, no 
matter whose door the criminating evidence 
leads up to. The evidence has been placed in the 
hands of the State’s-Attorney, and we have full 
confidence that it will be utilized to the best ad- 
vantage. 

The Citizens’ Association has also taken up 
the matter and has placed the evidence that 
has already been collected in the hands of the 
State’s-Attorney, and he will have valuable 
assistance from this quarter. 


NO-QUESTION AS TO CONVICTION, 


State’s-Attorney Longenecker Says the Evi- 
dence Is Beyond Dispute. 


State’s-Attorney Longenecker, when asked

“most prominent and most influential 
men in Chicago are interested in this matter 
and stand ready to do anything in their power 
to aid me in getting at the truth. 

„JL already have in my possession evidence 
that will place more than one Alderman be- 
hind the bars. The nature of this evidence 
of course I cannotdivulge, but it is strong and 1 
am contident I can convict. The grand jury 
is a good one and I have great 
confidence in it. It is made up of good men, 
who are not afraid to do their duty and who 
will spare no pains to’ get at the bottom facts. 
I realize that it is a difficult matter and that 
the Aldermen will. fight stubbornly. Several 
Aldermen, however, will aid us in the in- 
quiry.” 

The State’s-Attorney positively refused to 
give the names of the Aldermen for whom 
subpœnas have been issued, but intimated 
that other subpoenas were likely to be issued 
today. 

As a matter of fact, outside of the general 
direction of the prosecution and the planning 
of the presentation of evidence, for which ex- 
perience has particularly fitted bim, the State’s- 
Attorney will have little todo with the case, 
all the preparation and preliminary work be- 
ing in the hands of attorneys in private prac- 
tice whose skill and legal knowledge rank 
with those of the brightest lights of the bar. 
All the lawyers concerned agree that the case 
in their hands is one of unusual strength and 
which the defendants will be powerless to 
fight against. 

As Mr. Longenecker said yesterday: It is 
a clear case and one about the outcome of 
which there can be little doubt. There is no 
question now, no matter how much there 
might have been in the past, that all the 
charges of boodling against the Aldermen 


hitherto only hinted at are well founded on 


fact. The disclosures made by the’ evidence 
already in my possession will show a condi- 
tion of affairs which the avefage voter would 
never even dream of..

The idea was to select men, if possi- 
ble, who were above suspicion and 
bribery. And after the jury was 
impaneled I was asked what I thought of the 
men. 1 watched them carefully for three 
days and came to the conclusion that a better 
grand jury has not been impaneled for some

Spicy Reading About How Valuable Fran- 
„ ehises Slipped Through the Council. 
During the last year these are sume of the 

big measures that have gone through the 

Council: The ordinance of the Alley L road 

asking the right to extend its line from 

Twelfth street north to Van Buren street. 

Then came the ordinance of the Northern 

Pacific railroad company, the Wauke- 

sha Hygeia Mineral Springs company’s 

franchise, the Economical Gas, the Torrence 

Elevated Terminal and the Calumet Electric. 

Another burning shame is the manner in 

which Mike McDonald has been able to get 

the $100,000 deposit as a guarantee that his 

Lake Street Elevated would be completed in 

accordance with the ordinance. The previous 

Council allowed the company to change ita 

system in the face of the protest of the proper- 

ty-owners, and the whole history of the road has 
been a series of broken promises and manipu- 
lation of the Council. The original ordinance 
required that the company deposit $100,000 as 

a guarantee that the company would faith- 

fully perform its part of the contract. 

work on the road had been at a standstill for 

months. McDonald and Fitzgerald made a 

long face to the public, said that if they were 

allowed to substitute a bond for the money on 
deposit they could complete the road. This 
was done and not a hand has been lifted since.

| “Phe Northern Pacific ordinance was passed 
in a Way that created no end of talk, and was 
signed by the Mayor the next day after it 
passed the Council, It was handled by Ald. 
Cullerton. The Mayor said at first that he 
did not know what the document was that he 
had signed. A great deal of noise was 
created in the Couucil, and the public was 
given a big bluff. Madden and Nic Cremer 
got up an investigation scheme, had 
a committee appointed, and a whole 
0b of evidence was taken. The 
investigation dragged along until the public 
lost iaterest, ahd then a favorable report was 
made. The company was not altogether sat- 
isfied with the measure and it had to be 
aipended in several little particulars before 
it was considered acceptable. The flual vote 
on the ordinance was as follows:

During his career in the Council 
he had voted, on principle, for every ordinance 
that he thought would benefit the people at 
large, and it required no boodle to in- 
fluence him to do so. To be anAlderman was 
to fill a thankless position, and he had had 
enough of it. There was more money in at- 
tending to his saloon business than in running 
around trying to get favors from corporations 
and others for persons who thought they ought 
to be assisted. 

“That boodle rules among a certain class of 
Aldermen there is not the shadow of a doubt 
in the minds of those who have watched the 
workings and proceedings of the Council,” 
said Ald, Frank C. Vierling of the Second 
Ward last evening. and the State will have 
all the assistance I can render it in this in- 
vestigation. I see men come into the Council 
poor men and they are soon wearing diamonds 
and driving fast horses. In the morningI go 
to the City Hall at 9 o’clock and see Aldermen 
sitting around the City Clerk’s office. I go 
there at 11 o’clock; they are still there. They 
are there at 1 o’clock, 3 o’clock, and 5 o’clock. 
The livelong day certain Aldermen are in the 
City Hall. They have no visible means of 
support, but they weardiamonds and better 
clothes than Ido.

PRESIDENT’S RESIGNATION ACCEPTED 


The Wisconsin Normal School Regents’ Ac. 
tion in His and Gillan’s Cases. 
Mitwavuxer, Wis., March 17.—|Special.]— 
General surprise was occasioned today by the 
action last night of the State Bourd of Nor- 


mal School Regents in accepting the reeigna- 


tion of President Mapel of the Milwaukee 
Normal School and the summary dismiasal of 
Prof, Silas T. Gillan, one of the leading mem- 
bers of the school faculty. The action of the 
board in suspending for the balance of the 
school year W. S. Bloomfield, W. H. Ducker, 
and F. C. Howard, the three students who had 
ow pwning the char against Prof. Mapei, 
ad been anticipa since their charges were 
not substantiated. Especially surprising was 
the disinissal of Prof. Gillan to tlie students 
of the school, This noon they held an indig- 
nation meeting in one of the large class- 
rooms and drafted a petition, addressed to the 
Board of Regents, in which they declare em- 
phatically that they believe the decision of tne 
board in removing Prof. Gillan has deprived 
them of the best educator in the State and ask- 
ing that he be reinstatea. 
he petition is signed by sixty-four students, 
including all except those directly interested 
in the recent investigation. The students ap- 
pearto be firm and determined, and it is 
stated that a number of them will not remain 
in the school if Prof. Gillan is not reinstated. 
They declare that he has been treated shame- 
fuily in not being given an opportunity to a 
ar before the board to defend himself. 

hile no formal charges were made 3 
a 
investigating the charges against Prof. Mapel 
satisfied itself that he had instigated the 
charges against Prof. Mapel, although this is 
denied by the students who preferred them. 

Although Prof. Mapel tendered his resigna- 
tion as President of the Normal School Feb. 
19, the day of the conclusion of the invastiga- 
tion of the charges against him, the fact was 
not known outside of the board. Prof. Mapel 
said today that he considered the action of 
the board asa complete vindication of him- 
self. In presenting his resignation he had 
felt that whileshe had done his duty there was 
among certain persons a lack of sympathy 
with, if not a direct opposition to, the admin 
istration, and that there were other causes 
that tended to operate against the administra- 
tion, This beimg the case he felt that it would 
be in the interest of the school for him to re- 
tire, notwithstanding the fact that he had only 
done his duty. He said that he had no plans 
as to future work. As to the dismissal of 
Prof. Gillan President Mapel said: 

I do not know what the specific charges 
were against Prof. Gillan, but there has not 
been that harmony in the faculty of the Nor- 
mal school which is necessary for the attain- 
ment of ‘the best results. Ever since this 
trouble arose it has been whispered around 
that Mr. Gillan was, if not the animus of the 
movement, st least ic sympathy with the stu- 
dents. It has been said that he encour- 

in the movement. The 

Regents are cognizant of 

these things. When the report recommend- 
ing suspension of the pupils was presented to 
the faculty for action Mr. Gillan did not act 
in harmony with the faculty. He championed 
the cause of these young men, and as a conse- 
quence the whole matter had to be referred 
back to the Board of Regents, with the result 
that they have not only suspended the pupils, 


_ but have also asked for Mr. Gillan's resigna- 


tion. 

„This was done, no doubt, because it is 
not for the best interests of an educational 
institution that there exist discord among the 
faculty. I did not ask the board to take any 
action in Mr. Gillan’s case. I personally re- 
gard Mr. Gillan as a very able and successful 
teacher and am sorry that the institution is to 
lose his services, but believe that it is for the 
good of all that the faculty should be reorgan- 
ized and that harmony should prevail.

To Increase the New York Standard Oil 
Capitalization by $2,000,000, 

Nzew onx, March 17.—William Rockefeller, 
John A. Archibald, and W. H. Tilford, as 
directors, have issued a call for a special meet- 
ing of the stockholders of the Standard Oll 
company of New York to determine whether 
the capitai stock of the company shall be in- 
creased to a total amount of $7,000,000 to con- 
sist of 70,000 shares of par value of $100 each. 
The meeting is to be held at 11 a. m., March 
81, at No. 36 Broadway. 

S. C. T. Dodd, counsel for the Standard Oil 
company, said today that this action will be 
an immediate result of the dissolution of the 
Standard Oil trust, which is to take place at 
a meeting to be held on March 21. pres- 
ent capitalization of the New York Standard 
Oil. company is $65,000,000. It is likely 
that some of the Standard Oil companies 
in other States may be recapitalized as a 
result of the dissolution of the trust. The 
breaking up of the latter will unlock the 
securities of those companies, and it may be 
decided to increase the capitalization in order 
to bring them more nearly to represent 
increase of value of property of these com- 
panies since the trust was formed, and to aid 
in the scheme of redistribution incidental to 
the dissolution. 

Diana Will Come Off the Tower, 


Diana is to be taken from her proud ped- 
estal on the top of the tower of the Madison 
Square Garden. The statue will probably go 
to Chicago, although its destination has not 
been finally determined. Diana is to be 
superseded by another Diana only thirteen 
feet high. The present one is eighteen feet 
high, and it is thought she is out of proportion 
to the size of the tower.

St. Gaudens will design the new statue, and 
the change will be made as soon as possible.

tions for it by a Philadelphia syndicate.

BOODLERS AT THE BAR. 

There is at length an excellent prospect that 
a number of the boodle members of the Chi- 
cago City Council will be brought to the bar 
of justice and made to answer for flagrant 
violation of the lawand of their oaths of 
office through the sale of their votes for cash. 

Yesterday afternoon the representatives of 
a number of the Chicago newspapers waited 
on the State’s-Attorney and presented him 
with certain facts in their possession gathered 
during the last year since the flagrant boodling 
era setin. The facta, statements, documents, 
and affidavits presented were in the opinion 
of Mr. Longenecker sufficient to warrant him 
in presenting them to the grand jury as a pre- 
liminary to asking that true bills be returned 
against a number of the Aldermen. 

They will be substantiated by witnesses who 
were themselves the recipients of boodle and 
who saw money paid to others for their votes. 
The identical money paid for some votes is 
now in safe hands, and there are witnesses 
ready to testify as to who paid it, the 
circumstances under which it was paid, and 
those who were present at the time of pay- 
ment, and where the payment is made—in 
short, enough testimony will be presented to 
warrant a number of indictments which are 
almost certain to be followed by convictions. 

The testimony has been carefully collected 
and arranged and will be presented to the 
grand jury this morning. The generai out- 
lines of the conspiracy of plunder, which has 
been as bold and brazen as it has been perni- 
cious and demoralizing, are given in the 
news columns of Tan Tunern. 

It is certain that the tortuous history of a 
number of corrupt deals carried through the 
Council will be fully and exhaustively exposed 
and those who engineered them will be 
brought to justice. The revelations, though 
not unexpected, promise to be startling, and 
there may be many vacancies in the Council 
as a consequence. 


FAITH AND TRADITIONS OF MISSISSIPPI 
DEMOCRACY. 


Senator Hill exhorted the Mississippians to 
* stand firm by the old Democratic faith and 
traditions.’’ What are the faith and tradi- 
tious of that party as known to and prac- 
ticed by Mississippians since their State was 
admitted to the Union? 

They are the extension and perpetuation of 
African slavery, the mght of a State to secede 
from the Union when it pleases, as laid down 
by Jefferson in his Kentucky resolutions, the 
right to nullify acts of Congress which do not 
meet with the approval of the people of a State, 
and the right of a State to secede from the 
Union and make war on it. The traditions 
of Mississippi Democracy include State repu- 
diation of débts, coupled with the creation of 
banks issuing millions of shinplasters. The 
faith of ‘the Mississippi Democracy is that 
there should be no Federal appropriations for 
internal improvements, and a tariff for reve- 
nue only with an explicit repudiation of the 
principle of protection fir American working- 
men against the competition of foreign cheap 
labor. The faith and traditions of the De- 
mocracy of Mississippi will be found set 
forth authoritatively in the Montgomery Con- 
stitution, which their statesmen assisted in 
framing, and under which one of their own citi- 
zens—Jeff Davis—assumed to act as President. 
. Some of these cardinal principles, though 
dear to the hearts of Mississippians, will never 
be put in practice by them. They will never 
attempt to assert the right of a State 
to secede. They have had enough 
of warfare against the Union. They 
cannot enslave the colored man, but they con- 
sole themselves with the reflection that they 
ean rob him of about all his rights oxcept his 
right to the product of his labor. They have 
stripped him of the right to vote, conferred on 
him by the Constitution, and have refused to 
give him the equal protection of the laws. 

These are the faiths, traditiors, and practices 
of the Democracy of Mississippi which Senator 


adhere to. Unquestionably they will. They 
superfluous. But what do those Northern 
men who fought for four years to put down 
the faiths and practices of Mississippi Demo- 
crats think of this commendation which is 
bestowed upon them? Are they ready to elect 
as President a man who finds everything to 
praise and nothing to blame in the State 
which is faithful to the principles of Jeff 
Davis?

SHE DEGENERATION OF TAMMANY. 

The Hon. Dorman B. Eaton, ex-President 
of the United States Civil Service Commis- 
sion, addresses himself in the March number 
of the North American Review to the question 
of the “ Degeneration of Tammany.” Though 
his article is comparatively brief, its exposure 
of the rottenness of that ee organiza 
tion of thieves and public plunderers is more 
searching and complete than any that yet has 
been made. It comes at an excellent time 
also, for coupled with the Rev. Dr. Parkhurst’s 
fearless denunciation of its evils, as he has 
discovered them by personal observation, it 
makes the record so exhaustive and the indict- 
ment so scathing that public sentiment should 
be aroused to the dangers which mengce not 
only New York City and State but the Nation 
also in case its schemes are not checked. 

There are probably few persons who are 
aware that Tammany was organized as long 
ago as 1783 and for charitable purposes. Its 
founder was one William Mooney, an eccen- 
tric upholsterer, who started the society for 
the object of aiding and burying its poor 
members and christened it with its Indian 
name, Its charter never has been changed, 
except in the one particular that it is now au- 
thorized to hold property of the yearly value 
of $50,000 instead of $5,000 as at first conceded 
to it. While its charter has not been changed 
its purposes have, and now nota vestige of 
the original objects remains. . Charity has 
disappeared and politics takes its place. Poli- 
ticians gradually have debased it and the 
spoils system has become its dominating power 
not of the thousands who constitute the 
Tammany rank and file but of the sachems, 
„that despotic and irresponsible junta by 
which the Tammany Democracy is governed 
and in obedience to which the Tammany 
machine is operated. The consequences of 
this debasement are— 

That for more than a generation, neither within 
the society nor in any one of the congeries of or- 
ante are by which its noblest life has been 

ched, nor in all of them together, has there 
been produced, or brought forward, or steadily 
sustained, even one public officer, municipal or 
national. who could properly designated a 
statesman, a patriot, or a public benefactor ynor 
have any of these bodies been the source or the 
strength of a single law, public measure, or pol- 
icy, largely in the public interest, or which can 
justly find honorable mention in history; nor has 
one of them been prominent in aiding the repeal 
of any bad law or the suppression of any great 
evil. From none of these bodies or their leaders, 
so far as I am aware, has a single publication 
gone furth which can Lold a respectable place in 
the literature of either politics or charity. The 
Tammany sphere for a generation has been one of 
intellectual and moral barrenness—of Lilliputs in 
usefulness, of Brobdingnags in rascality. 

Mr. Eaton makes a strong point in his in- 
dictment of Tammany by showing that it is 
not a party, that it has no allegiance to any 
party, and that it has neither political prin- 
ciples nor platform. Its governmental theory 
is simple. It counts absolutely on the igno- 
rant, the venal, and the depraved voters, hold- 
ing them with the adhesive and relentless 
grasp of an octopus. It never alienates the 
grogshopkeepers, the gamblers, the beer 
dealers, the nuisancemakers, and the prole- 
tariat, Patriotism and a sense of duty count 
for nothing in the estimate of its political 
forces, Party passion, selfishness, and hopes 
of victory and spoils are its supreme reliance.” 

History shows what has been the outcome 
of this gang of public bandits, organized to- 
gether for purposes of political plunder and 
spoils. It has produced Swartwout, the Col- 
lector; Price, the District-Attorney; and 
Fowler, the Postmaster, who together de- 
frauded the nation of over a million dollars; 
Tweed, the Sachem; Connolly, who robbed 
the city treasury; Barnard, the corrupt Judge, 
and the other authors of the City-Hall frauds, 
as well as the rascals who foisted thousands of 
illegal voters upon the voting lists. Mr. Eaton 
sums up the recent outrages of Tammany as 
follows: 

It has caused the Civil-Service law to be more 
feebly enforced in New York than in Boston or 
Washington. The Aldermen who took bribes for 
a Broadway railroad charter were all Tammany- 
ites. It has prevented New York from having a 
ballot reform nearly as effective as that of other 
States. Combining with the grogshopkeepers 
Tammany has prevented excise reform in New 
York; and bills it has now pending at Albany 
threaten the most salutary restrictions an may 
open Sundays and midnights to grogshop de- 
bauchery. The fear of Tammany methods and 
of those who imitate them drove the World's Fair 
to Chicago. Tammany defeated that able and 
patriotic Mayor, Hewitt, who stood for tne com- 
merce, the philosophy, the education, and the 
statesmanship of New York, and put in his place 
one unknown to any of these great interests. The 
degradation of the police courts has followed, un- 
worthy men, utterly ignorant of the law, gaining 
seats there even more readily than under King 
John and the fevdal lords of the thirteenth 
century; for his Magna Charta says: “We will 
not make any Justices but of such as know the 
law and mean duly to observe it.“ Even worse than 
this; for Tammany now compels her candidates 
for Judges, as well as other candidates for office, 
to practically pay in advance for their nomina- 
tion, thus accumulating a vast fund by which 
leaders can be paid and voters bribed. 

Mr. Eaton might have carried his indict- 
ment still further. It was in the interests of 
David B. Hill, Tammany’s canaidate for the 
Presidency, that Tammany aided and abetted 
the steal of the New York Legislature. Its 
latest rascality is the bogus enumeration by 
which it has fraudulently increased the popu- 
lation of Democratic strongholds like New 
York, Brooklyn, Troy, and other places, and 
reduced the population of Republican cities 
and towns in the interior in order to secure a 
permanent Democratic representation. Such 
is the Tammany of today! So far has it fallen 
from its original philanthropic object! And 
this villainous organization is the Northern 
head of the Democratic party, and upon it that 
party depends for political rule in the Nation 
as well as in the Empire State! If the public 
conscience is not utterly paralyzed, if any re 
gard fur honesty in politics remains, if there 
is sufficient courage Jeft among the people of 
New York to give voice to that regard, they 
will rise and smash that infamous organiza- 
tion of thieves which has seized both the mu- 
nicipal and State Governments by the throat. 
and which, in the person of David B. Hill, is 
now menacing the National Capital. 


THE CONTROL OF THE CHICAGO RIVER. 

By the River and Harbor act of 1890 the 
General Government asserted its jurisdiction 
over the navigable waters of the country. 
That act provides that nothing shall be done 
in those waters to “obstruct or impair navi- 
gation, commerce, or anchorage ’”’ without the 
consent of the Secretary of War. Encroach- 
ments upon the Chicago River, which have 
been made for so many years without inter- 
ference by the city authorities, if attempted 
now would be stupped and punished by the 
Federal authorities. As matters stand the 
Council cannot sell the river or any part of it. 
It cannot make grants of portions of it to 
railway companies or to private individuals. 
In view of the commercial importance of the 
stream that means a great deal. 

It has been suggested by one of the Chicago 
Congressmen that since the General Govern- 
ment has assumed jurisdiction over the stream 
it ought to keep it in good condition and 
dredge out stuff which is washed into it from 
the city sewers or dumped into it from the 
docks. In his opinion the dredging necessary 
to keep the river in good condition should not 


be paid. for by the city unless the United |. 
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place similarly situated. It will take the 
ground that that is something the city should 
attend to in the future, as in the past. Nor is 
it likely that itcan be induced to give up its 
jurisdiction over the river. The great ship- 
ping interests would enter a vehement protest. 


The marine men, with the Canal street bridge 


before their eyes, and recollecting the at- 
tempts of the Council to narrow the South 
Branch for the accommodation of railroads, 
would make a strong fight against the propo- 
sition, In view of these facts the Finance 
committee of the Council might as well pro- 
ceed to set apart the necessary amount of 
money for the dredging of the river and its 
branches, and it should call on the Corpora- 
tion Counsel for an opinion whether the money 
cannot be raised by special assessment, 

If the bars in the river are not removed the 


commercial interests of the city will be in- 


jured and its oitizens continually incommoded, 
for obstructions in the stream mean vessel 
jams, open bridges, anda general interference 
with local travel. 


SENATOR HILL AND THE TARIFP. 

Senator Hill has at last defined his position 
on the tariff question with some approach to 
clearness. In his speech made day before 
yesterday at the manufacturing town of 
Birmingham, Ala., he said that the Demo- 
cratic party believed the best way to raise 
money to meet the expenses of the govern- 
ment was by duties on imports, not a dollar 
more being raised, however, than was neces- 
sary to meet actual needs, Then he con- 
tinued: 

We recognize the fact that industries have been 
established throughout the cduntry, and we 
recognize the further fact that wages as a rule 
are higher in this country than they are in other 
countries. I am glad that the laboring people of 
our country receive as a general rule larger wages 
for their honest toil than they do in the countries 
across the water. The Democratic party pro- 
poses to legislate with that question in 
view. The Democratic party’s principle, so far 
as the difference of wages is involved in the tariff 
question, is that the duty should be sufficient to 
maintain the difference. 


Then he quoted the provision of the Demo- 
cratic National platform of 1888 to the effect 
that no legislation must be had which would 
deprive the American laborer of the ability to 
compete successfully with the foreign one, 
and declared that he had no doubt similar 
propositions would be contained in the plat- 
form which shall be framed at the Chicago 
convention in June,” 

Therefore until he changes his mind, which 
may happen at any moment with so versatile 
and practical a politician, Senator Hill isa 
kind of a Randall Democrat. He be- 
lieves in protection, but it must ‘be moderate 
At enough of it to offset the difference in 
wage scales. Hence while his views will com- 
mend themselves to Mr. Dana they will not 
please Mr. Watterson, nor the junior Demo- 
cratic organ of this city,. which has said that it

1888 which Senator Hill praises so highly, and 


which he says will be found in the platform of 
1892.

ANSWER, 

1. This correspondent is doubtless sincere in 
his belief that the free wool would lower the 
price of his product. He is not old enough to ro- 
member the earlier day in this country when the 
duties on wool were much less than now and the 
American wool-growers more prosperous, Nor 
has he studied the effect of the free admission of 
wool by foreign nations on the domestic wool- 
growers. Wool was practically duty-free in the 
United States from 1857 to 1863. The business of 
raising sheep for their woal, which had been 
prosperous up to the latter date, began to de- 
cline, nor did it revive until the opening up of the 
free grazing lands of the far West by railways 
transferred the industry to a new quarter of the 
continent. Those shepherds who live east of the 
Missouri, for whose special benefit the wool legis- 
lation of the last thirty years has deen adopted, 
have been the chief sufferers by it. 

Wool was one of the great products of England. 
In order to encourage the grower duties as high 
as 12 cents a pound were imposed on foreign 
wools. Soon after 1810, in spite of the protests of 
the English sheep-owners and their assertions 
that they would be ruined, wool was put on the 
free list. The result was that the value of woolen 
goods made in England in 1350 was nearly double 
what it was in 1840. Enormous quantities of for- 
eign wool poured in, but the price of the English 
product rose instead of falling. The French 
woolea manufactures were built up on free wool, 
for France produces a good deal of wool but is far 
from prodacing all the kinds the manufacturer 
needs. Certain kinds of wool of admirable qual- 
ity are grown in Germany, but if the German 
manufacturer did not havecheap foreign wools to 
mix with the home rmany would not ex- 
port woolens to the extent she does. 

2. If England were to return to the old prac 
tice of putting duties on foreign wools her manu- 
facturers would have to pay more for the im- 
ported varieties. Their business would be ruined. 
It would be impossible for them to compete in 
foreign markets with German and French manu- 
facturers. Since they would manufacture less 
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of Saxon, Argentine, and other wools, They can 
no more be produced here than can cotton like 
the Egytian staple. Hence to give the manufact- 
urer free access to all sorts of woolis to rob the 
American wool-grower of nothing, but rather to 
increase the demand for and the price of his prod- 
uct, because more woolen goods will be made in 
the United States and a smaller quantity of for- 
eign-made ones will be imported.

IRISH MEMBERS WITHDREW. 


They Objected to Debate on Irish Teacher 
Fund in Absence of Some of Their Party. 
London, March 17.—In the House of Com- 

mons today John O'Connor (Parnellite) 
asked Home Secretary Matthews whether he 
had inquired into the case of J. Curtin Kent, 
who was convicted in April, 1883, of conspir- 
ing to use explosives. Mr. Matthews replying 
said he had fully considered all the documents 
and had been unable to discover from them 
sufficient reasons to interfere with the sen- 
tence imposed on Kent by the court. 

The Parliamentary Secretary of the Colo- 
nial Offiee states that the loss of revenue to the 
British colonies in the West Indies under the

‘The Speaker 
called Mr, Conybeare (Liberal) to order for 
accusing Mr. Matthews of not taking the 
trouble to refer to the documents bearing on 
the case. Mr. Hunter (Liberal) then asked 
whether Mr. Matthews, after this. judicial 
scandal, was prepared to make a definition of 
what constitutes the crime of murder more 
in harmony with the sentiments of the peo- 
le. Mr. Matthews deelined to answer off-

GET MARRIED AT FAMINE RATES, 


Great Increase of Marriages in the Russian 
Famine Districts, 
* ‘| SPROIAL CABLE. | 

Sr. Perersspunrc, March 17.—One of the sin- 
gular results of the Russian famme, and one 
which is puzzling the economists for an ex- 
planation, is the enormous increase in the 
number of marriages in the afflicted districts. 
The theory most commonly advanced to ac- 
count for this matrimonial boom is that 
the fees charged by the priests for performing 
marriages have been greatly reduced. The 
priests find it more difficult to 
get a living than in bountiful 
seasons, and have -accordingly reduced 
their rates so as to bring marriage, 80 to 
speak, within the means of the humblest 
eitizen. Formerly the regular charge was 
five roubles (about 52.75.) It is now fifty 
copecks (a little over 25 cents) and the vari- 
ous attendant expenses have also been cur- 
tailed. Persons who have been contemplat- 
mg marriage at some time in the near future 
are therefore induced to scoop a few copecka 
r and have the ceremony performed 

now, taking advantage of famine prices.

The strangest and most significant fact of all 
is that just before the time when she stole 
Mrs. Hargreaves’ pearls she had suffered 
for weeks with painful ovarian symp- 
toms, .accompanied by paroxysmal at- 
tacks of an epileptiform character, during 
a considerable portion of which time she was 
unconscious. Afterward she was coafined to 
her bed for several 8 in a semi-unconscious 
condition. It was cult to arouse her, and 
when aroused she was hysterical.

PARIS POLIUE EXTREMELY ACTIVE, 


Many “finds” Made Yesterday—Threaten- 
ing Letters from Anarchists. 
[SPECIAL CABLE! . 

Parts, March 17.—Another explosion of 
dynamite took place today on the Boulevard 
St. Germain in the residence of aJudge. The 
police are continuing their searches. tonight 
in the Quartier des Halles. Sixty persons 
living in one house were taken to the police 
station, and all those who could not 
give a satisfactory explanation as to their 
means of livelihood were detained. The po- 
lice believe that they have captured one of the 
persons who is responsible for, or, atany rate, 
who was privy to the explosion at the Lobau 
Barracks. Several private persons, heads of 
business-houses and managers of newspapers, 
have been recdiving threatening letters. For 
example, the manager of the Cercle Jockey 
club was warned that acartridge would be 
placed in a corner of ‘the café adjoining the 
club, the explosion of which would shatter the 
building. At first no im ce was attached 
to these letters, Which wert in the 
hands of the police, But the police found 
cartridges in several places. 

The concierge of No. 105 Boulevard Male- 
sherbes, found before the door of the house a 
package contdining eighteen cartridges and 
eight vials. The police found this evening 


on the Boulevard Arago a cylindrical tube en- 


veloped in ag and having at one end 
a wick which be to burn. It was 
placed against the wall of the Prison de la 
Sante. All the explosive articles have been 
sent to the municipal laboratory. The Judge 
who has been instructed to investigate the re- 
cent dynamite plots is decidedly of the opin- 
ion that they are not the result of concerted 
action on the part of the Anarchists.

STILL SEARCHING FOR DYNAMITE. 


Sixty Suspects Arrested—Suspicious-Look- 
ing Chemiesls Found. 


Parts, March 17.—The police search of the 


lodgings of Anarchists continues. Sixty sus- 
pects were arrested in a hotel in the Rue 
Arbre Sec. Those who gave a satisfactory 
account of themselves were afcerwards re-

Today a gardener, 
who lives next door to Dinham Villa, where the 
bodies were found, recognized the eldest body 
as that of a woman he had seen in the back 
yard of the villa on Aug. 9 last. On Aug. 10 
he heard children screaming. He paid no at- 
tention, thinking perhaps some of the children 
had been hurt. He never saw the woman or 
children afterward, Another man recognized 
the body as that of Marie Deeming, who had 
been in the employ of a Liverpool fishmonger. 
Williams had married her under the name 
of Deemmg, at that time describing himself 
as a mining engineer. : 
Williams and his wife, the man said, after- 
ward went to Hull, where Williams was ar- 
rested and convicted for forgery. For this 
crime he was sentenced to a year’s imprison- 
ment, On being discharged from prison after 
having served his sentence he married a young 
woman in Hull. He wished to go abroad, but 
she declined to go with him, Williams then 
deserted her and returned to Marie, Accom- 
panied by Marie Williams went to Cape Town, 
where they remained foratime. Then they 
returned to Birkenhead, and took up their 


residence there, remaining for some time.. 


Marie had three brothers and two sisters in 
Birkenhead. The man believed that Williams 
was the same individual who married a young 
lady named Matheson at Beverly in 1890, at 
that time assuming the name of Harry Law- 
son. Williams at that time described 
himself as a large farmer in Australia. 
He "te a number of valuable ‘presents 
to Miss Matheson. After his marriage to 
Miss Matheson he deserted her ab- 
sconded to South America. Miss Matheson 
swore outa warrant against him charging 
him with the theft of the presents he had given 
her and he was arrested in Uruguay. ill- 
iams was brought back to Hulland was sent 
to jail for nine months. During the time he 
was in prison it was ascertained that he had 
married and deserted a woman in Birkenhead 
in 1888. 

It is considered strange in view of all these 
developments that proceedings were not taken 
against the man for bigamy, but for some rea- 
son this was not done, and when he was re- 
leased he vanished.

Even the police appear thunderstruck at the 
devilish cruelty shown by this beast in haman 
form, who found his victims among trusting 
women and helpless children. They say they 
could account for murder done in the heat of 
passion and for the subsequent murder of 
children to hide the first crime, but they can- 
not account for the bloodthirstiness which 
seems to have made Williams’ life a trail of 
murder. 

The police believe that he has committed 
other murders than those now known, and the 
authorities at every place he is known or sup- 
posed to have ever visited have been n¢tified to 
trace his movements ia their respective Porcali 
ties.

Plight of Cuban Cigarmakers Employed by 
the Columbia Factory. 

Fifty Cuban eigarmakers were shivering in 
the chilly atmosphere in the vicinity of Dear- 
born and Randolph streets all day yesterday. 
They had assembled to notify the Columbia 
Cigar Factory, No. 54 Dearborn street, that 
they had struck, but were willing to go back 
to work. Eugene Vallens of Eugene Vallens 
& Co., proprietors of the factory, said that the 
atrike came from his side and was made 


Wednesday. These men were brougut up 


from New Orleans by our factory several 
weeks ago and we advanced most of the 
money to bring them. They had been at 
work only a few days when they began to talk 
about striking. First, the room was not prop- 
erly heated; then they objected to our fore- 
man. This had not been settled until they 
complained that the stock we gave them to 
work up did not enable them to make cigars 
of the required quality. They talked strike 
every day until we got tired and I put them 
out, Friday morning they sent a delegation 
to notify me that they had struck. I refused 
to take them back because among them are 
chronic kickers and several incompetent work- 
men. I regretted to take this step because 
they are strangers in the city and have no 
money. 


TO RAISE 1HE CENTRAL’S TRACKS, 


An Ordinance Authorizing This May Be 
Presented at the Mext (ouncil Meeting. 
At the next meeting of the Council it is 

probable an ordinance will be introduced to 
raise the tracks of the Illinois Central Rail- 
road Company from seven and one-half 
to nine feet between Forty-seventh and Sixty- 
third streets; the south line of the World’s Fair 
grounds.

one block west of Grace avenue. This has 
been interpreted to mean that an agreement 
has been made between the Illinois Central 
company and the Chicago City railway com- 
pany in virtue of which the latter agrees to 
pay part of the expenses of the raising of the 
tracks of the steam railroads. 

It is further understood that the owners of 
property abutting on the cross streets have 
signed waivers of all claims for dam 
caused by the elevation of the tracks.

If the Worid’s Fair people choose to recon- 
sider their decision of last Tuesday I am pre- 
pared to go before the construction depart- 
ment or any body of business-men and dem- 
onstrate satisfactorily to them that $38.67 is 
only a fair rental price. We have made no 
attempt to squeeze the Fair, but have 
taken care to see that we do not get sq 
ourselves.“

son company and its present rise to $38.672' *

the estimate is entirely changed. The Thom- 
son-Houston or the Edison company can af- 
ford to lose $5,000 for the benefit of their ex- 
hibit, but they cannot afford to lose $40,000.

ZINC DISCOVERED AT KOCK FIELD, 


Ore Found in Quantity Which Compares 
With That of Missouri,

get legal recognition as a citizen of the United 


States. 

He based his application for naturalization 
on the fact that he had taken out his first pa- 
pers before the passage of the law of 1882, but 
notwithstanding this the court today denied 
him citizenship on the broad ground that, re- 
gardless of any step toward qualification taken 
prior to 1882, the existing statutes forbid ad- 
mitting a Chinaman to citizenship, and it was 
believed that this applied to any step com- 
pleting the process of naturalization. Pang 
Yim will appeal to the Supreme Court.

Tallies with the Description Given. 

A close examination of the machine showed 
that it tallied exactly with the description 
given in Tue Trisunz Wednesday. It was a 
power unto itself. There was not the least 
connection with any outside wires, and the 
tape, printed upon a typewriter perhaps three 
days ago, was made to run off the miler by 
means of a small dynamo concealed in the 
base of the box. The accompanymg diagram 
reveals it as it appears from a back view. A 
is a roll of tape already printed with the quo- 
tations of stocks which appear on the black- 
boara; BB i a sheath for the purpose of cov- 
ering the tape as it runs off; C C are two fric- 
tion rollers to unwind the tape; D is a sham 
key: E E E are cog-wheels which transmit the 
motion to the machine; F is a pulley over 
which runs the band G, connecting the ma- 
chine with the dynamo; H is a secret switch 
used for stopping the machine; J and K are 
pulleys and wheels with worm gear for the 
purpose of taking up the motion from the 
dynamo, The dynamo itself was a one- eighth 
herse-power machine of fipe make. The 
ticker itself was made by the“ California Eleo- 
trical company of San Francisco. It was a 
standard machine, but it had undergone ex- 
tensive modifications for its present pur- 


poses. 

When the machine had been examined by 
the officers at the Central Station it was loaded 
into a patrol wagon and sent to the Harrison 
Street Station to remain until its delivery to 
Justice Lyon this morning. 

On the way to the station the wagon en- 
countered a large company of Board ot Trade 
men on their way to witness the St. Patrick’s 
day parade. From the descriptions in Tun 
Trispune all instantly recognized the machine. 
The sight of it on its way to the Harrison 
Street Station under an escort of three stal- 
wart policemen called up no little excitement.

A bleak wind, a little sunshine, a goodly 
portion of dust, and an equal amount of snow 
were the elements that presented themselves 
to the followers of St. Patrick yesterday.

Passing of the Procession. 


It took an hour for the procession to pass a 
given point. There was a delay of thirty 
minutes in starting, and it was nearly 6 0’clock 
betore the end was reached. All along the 
route, which was lined with men, women, and 
children, flags, decorations, and Ireland’s em- 
blenis were displayed.

Formation of the Line. 

At 1 o’clock Col. James H. Lynch appeared 
on a prancing horse m Haymarket square and 
gave the preliminary orders for the forming 
of the line. At 1:30 a platoon of police 
marched out of Desplaines. Street Station, 
Each officer had an emerald green rosette 
under his star. The officers marched into 
Haywarket square and formed in line on the 
North side of Randolph street, the right rest- 
ing on Haisted street. The grand marshal 
and aides, a carriage with the officers of the 
Irish-American Council, seven mounted offi- 
cere of the Hibernian Rifles, and the National 
Fife and Drum corps then joined the lines. 
‘Lead by the platoon of policemen the line 
started east on Randolph street to Desplaines 
when the fife and drum corps began its music, 
As the procession proceeded south on Des- 
plaines street it was joined by the Clan-na- 
Gael Guards, Robert Emmet Guards, Holy 
Name Regiment, Patriotic Sons of Father 
Matthew, Knights of St. Patrick, Gaelic Ath- 
letic Association, and the Emmet Junior club. 

The second division joined the procession 
following the Emmet Junior club. In this

An Incident Not on the Program. 

The march of the procession was uninter- 
rupted until Battery D was reached. Here an 
incident took place which came near prevent- 
ing some of the members of the Ancient Or- 
der of Hibernians from ever again partici- 
pating in St. Patrick's day festivities. Au 
alarm of fire reached Engine House No. 32 as 
the middie of the procession was pass- 
ing the house on Michigan avenue, 
immediately north of Battery D. The 
eugine and trucks dashed out of the house into 
the midst of the Ancient Order of Hibernians.

TERMINAL REORGANIZATION FALLS. 
The Market Prices of the Shares Fall on 
All—Great Northern Movement. 

New York, March 17:—[Special.}—During 
the greater part of the day the market was 
dull and featureless, save for the movement of 
Richmond Terminal shares and bonds. The 
plan for the financial reorganization of the 
company fell flat. The common stock opened 
ly higher, at 16, but immediately dropped 
a full point and continued heavy all day, end- 
ing with a net fall of 144. The preferred shares 
dropped 44% and recovered 244. The collat- 
eral trust fives and sixes are down 1 per cent. 
Trading was heavy, reaching a total of $68 0,000, 
and they fluctuated sharply. From 68% at 
the opening they fell to 67, recovered to 694 
and ended at 67%. There was evidently no 
attempt to sustain the securities or in any way 
interfere with their natural course in the mai- 
ket. Friends of the property say they are not 
disappointed in the decline, as in the Atchison 
and other reorganizations the publication of 
the scheme was followed by a reselling and 
lower prices until the public became familiar 
with the details of the readjustment.

For Hay Lake and St. Mary’s River. 

Some of the Northwestern Congressmen 
have been uneasy over the Hay Lake channel 
and the St. Mary's River improvements. 
There was no River and Harbor bill at the 
short session last year, but those objects were 
put in the Sundry Civil bill slong with the 
harbors of Baltimore, Philadelphia, and Gal- 
veston. The Congressmen along the lakes 
were afraid that thexe projects would not fare 
weil at the hands of the Appropriations com- 
mittee, which controls the Sundry Civil bill. 
Sayers of Texas 16 at the head of the subcom- 
mittee which controls this bill, and Texas has 
a great interest in seeing the Galveston appro- 
priation keptup.

The passage of this bill is urged by 
publishers and merchants who do business 
through the mails. It is claimed that there is 
a popular demand for a measure which would 
enable the people to remit through the mails 
fractional parts of a dollar without the ex- 
pense and ineohvenience of visiting the post- 
office and paying a charge for postal notes. 
It is further urged that it would work a large 
saving in the abolition of the postal note with

The specifications for the guid- 
ance of bidders required a craft 34 
feet long with 6 feet breadth of beam 
and accommodations fof at least thirty pas- 
sengers. All the bidders, with one exception, 
tollowed the specifications. Charles P. Wil- 
lard & Co. of Chicago, however, were of the 
opinion that boats of the length indicated 
would be unsafe and proposed to construct 
them 50 feet long and 1034 feet beam. 

The first bid opened was that of C. H. 
Barney, representing the Electric Launch and 
Navigation company of New York City. Mr. 
Barney offered to constfact and operate from 
* to sixty boats 34 feet long and pay 
the Exposition company 33}; per cent of 
the gross receipts on any rate of fare that 
might be established. 

The Gas Engine and Power company of 
New York submitted a bid for supplying the 
boats 2 It offered to furnish them for 
$1,400 $1,900 each, according to size, the 
first price to apply to those thirty feet long 
and the second to those thirty-four feet long. 

The Columbian Launch company of Chi- 
cago offered the Exposition company 31 per 
cent of its gross réceipte. In case, however, 
the World’s Fair would accept without 
cost a boat for police service, another for fire 
protection, and a third for life-saving service 
27 per cent of gross receipts would be 
given. It is proposed to use either electricity 
or steam. 

Charies P. Willard & Co. of Chicago sub- 
mitted two bids. The first one was for selling 
boats of the capacity indicated in the speci- 
ficutions—that is, thirty-four feet long. Thirty 
of them were offered at $1,282 each, forty at 
$1,247, and sixty at $1,228. The sec- 
ond bid, and the one which it 
was thought would probably be 
favorably considered in tho end, 
was for furnishing: aud operating twenty 
steam lavoches 50 feet long. 106 feet beam, 
and 3 feet draft. The cCofmpany proposes to 
burn coke or anthracite coal so as to avoid 
smoke, and supply the engines with condens- 
ers in which exhaust steame would 
be injected avoiduig both and 
noise. Each boat is to h an 
engineer with a government license’ and a 
Captain to collect fares and look after the 
comfort of passengers. It was guaranteed 
that the craft would carry sixty people and 40

THROUGH THE NEW YORK ASSEMBLY. 


The World's Fair Bill Has a Sunday Clos- 
ing Amendment Now. 

ALBANY, N. 1. 9 March. 17.— [ Special. 1— 
After more than a month’s delay the Assembly 
today passed the Worid’s Fair bill and sent it 
back to the Senate with two amendments: 
That the New. York State administration 
building shall be closed Sundays, and that the 
general managers shall have power to expend 
necessary sums to secure à Creditable exhibit 
of dairy products. This latter amendment was 
inse today. Mr. Husted (Rep. ) endeav- 
ored to have the appropriation increased from 
$300,000 to $600,000, saying in support that 
New York, as the Imperial State, could not 
affurd to vote lessthan some of the other 
States, and should be first among her chiefs. 

Bush (Dem.) re a state- 
ment prepared by a World's Fair Com- 
missioner, John Boyd Thacher, assert- 
ing that the commission could not 
expend more than $220,000. Mr. Bush asserted 
that if che amount Was increased to $500,000 
Gov. Flower would never sign the bill. r. 
Husted retorted that Commissioner Thacher 
would run this matter as he did his car-wheel 
works. Commissioner Depew had told him 
that the appropriation should be at least 

000. r. Webster (Dem.) would like to 
see the appropriation $1,000,000. It should be 
liberal in any event, in keeping with the apirit 
of New York State. The amendment pro- 
posed by Mr, Husted was lost by a vote of— 
Ayes, 29; noes, 82. Mr. Riley (Dem.) en- 
deavored to tack on an amendment that all 
work done under the New York managers be 
done by union anics at union wages and 
union hours. This was lost by a large major-

DANGER FROM ELECTRIC LIGHT WIRES.’ 


The Subject Engaging the Aftention of Local 
Insurance Men —What May Be Done. 

The action Wednesday of the New York 
Board of Fire Underwriters in condemning 
the Edison system of “grounding” wires did 
not come in the nature of a surprise to local 
insurance men. The subject is one which has 
engaged the attention of managers for some 
time, and at their recent meeting in Washing- 
ton the matter was thoroughly discussed. At 
that time a new form of policy was adopted, 
which is to be used in the future in 
writing risks on electric light and power 
plants. A committee was also appoint- 
ed to investigate the subject of electric 
witing and the increased hazard which is 
thereby added to buildings provided with it 
—the object being to gather such information 
as would enable insurgnce men to take proper 
means for self-protecticn in such cases. The 
Chairman of this committee is Charles E. 
Bliven of Chicago. 

The matter has already been up two or three 
times on the local board, but no definite ste 
have been taken as yet if reports be true. The 
method of inspecting in pi nae is somewhat 
different. from that employed in New York. 
In the latter place it seems that certificates of 
approval are issued to the electric light com- 
panies by the Superintendent of Surveys of 
the Underwriters’ Association, and hence 
they have the power to refuse such 
certificates to the companies failing to comply 
with their rules. Here there is an ordinance 
which authorizes the City Inspector to pass 
upon those inatters and issue certificates, 
hence the underwriters have been acustomed 
to rely on that official. It is claimed by 
many that the City. Inspector has not used 
proper care in the matter, and that certificates 
have been issued without a sufficient examina- 
tion. 

If itcan be shown, however, that proper 


restrictions are not enforced, it is quite likely | 


that the local board will take the matter into 
its own hands and insist on a material 
change. Superintendent of Surveys T. A. 
Bowden of the local board said yesterday: 

“T have written to Prof. Morton to get a copy 
of his report. He is an expert on the subject, 
being employed by the New York board to 
look into just such matters, and I should re- 
gard him as a high se “the. bo It it can be 
thown that things are radically wrong here I 
will refer the matter to Mr. Haskins, the City 
Inspector, and if he cannot rectify them it is 
quite likely that the board will take some ac- 
tion.“ 

Great interest seems to prevail on La Salle 
street over the question, aud it is probable 
that something more will be heard of the mat- 
ter in the near iuture. The concensus of opin- 
ion seems to be that the trouble is not to be 
found so much in the modernly-constructed 
buildings as in the older ones which were 
wired after their erection. Some have sug- 
gested that it be made imperative to have the 
wires all exposed in a building, while others 
think they shoald be confined in non-conduct- 
ing pipes of some kind.

Sr. LOUIS PASSENGER RATE WAR. 


General Passenger Agents Have Failed to 
. Reach a Conclusion. 

No conclusion was reached by the General 
Passenger Agents of the Western roads at 
their meeting in The Rookery yesterday 
regarding the application of the Santa Fé and 
Jacksonville Suutheastern roads for a reduc- 
tion in rate, St. Louis to Chicago, to $4. After 
a long and animated discussion it was decided 
to adjourn until next Monday, when the mat- 
ter will again be considered. The representa- 
tlye of the Santa Fé was the only one of the 
members of the Western Passenger Assovia- 
tion who had any decided grievance, and he 
seemed to be determined to have a réduction 
in the rate, regardless of consequences. All 
the representatives of the other roads depre- 
cated a reduction in the rate, claiming that 
there was not sufficient cause to warrant ac- 
tion that would surely lead to a general reduc- 
tion in rates not only between Chicago and 
St. Louis but also between Chicago and Kan- 
sas City. 

The issue seems to be entirely between the 

Santa Fé and Alton, and the latter is just as 
pugnacious and warlike as the former. 
Alton people say that not one of their regular 
trip tickets has thus far been purchased by 
other roads at cut rates. They say it is the 
Jacksonville and Southeastern, the St. Louis 
connection of the Santa Fé, that is making all 
the trouble, and they show a stack of tickets 
issued by the J acksonville-Southeastern, Sa n- 
ta Fé, and other lines, which, they say, they 
purchased at the regular offices in St. Louis 
at cut rates.
